lyphua typo, is ;ui inni pcopriato one. U'ljiio 
ou this tubjt'cl wc m,iy mentiou lifO circuiii- 
EtacocB UD'Jor which tho I'riLce ol V/ules acd 
Lord Chestciflold ((or ho olsu had a bout ol 
it) contraoied the fever, ll Vfas open llio 
cooaiion of a vitil to Lord Londesborongh. It 
appears that tlic I'rince alept in a room into 
which a closet conin^anicnics with a cssepool 
ten leet btiow v,'liich bud nut been cleansed 
for bis youis ! and ibis vory rnoin vvna oc- 
cupied by Lord ChesterDnldnltoi' the l'ricc(.'n 
dspariure. It bIbo appears that there was a 
blaok drangbt of sevrer gas np the seweiB, 
and the Lajicet is ol the opinion that the air 
of LoDdesbotouRh Lodge, which was upoa 
tbia occuBioo (.•xccfsivclj crowded_ with 
guests and servauip, waa " icnliy tainted." 
There appears to tea no lon|.;ur nny doubt 
that it was to these iuflueacea and u<;enciea 
that the Prince, as well as hia uoble lollow- 
viaitor, owe the attauk. In referring to this 
enbject, a London contemporary remarks: 
" 'I'be tacts arf. nt coarse, moot annoyioi; 
for Lord Londeaboroogh ; but ho did all ho 
could to eosate the ualobrity ol iii3 house, 
aad is not to bo blamed becunso tbe 
plumbers were, as usual, not to ba trusted 
for DDything except iboir charge.
